If 
a worker now becomes dis- 
abled before age 31, he 
needs work under social 
security for one and a half 
to five years of work de- 
pending upon his age when 
he could no longer work, A 
person disabled before age 
24 needs only a year and 
a half of work in the 
three-year period ending 
before his disability began,

to your nearest social se~ 
curity office as you may 
now qualify. If you were 
turned down before because 
you did not have enough 
work in before you became 
disabled, you may have it 
now,

MEAT 

How to get more food 
for the dollar is very im- 
portant.

GI BILL EDUCATES THOUSANDS 


The Post-Korean, or 
third generation, G, I, Bill 
education training program 
will begin its third year of 
operation on June 1, 1968, 

During the past two 
years, more than 12,000 
veterans and 1236 service- 
men entered training in 
Mlabama under the Veter- 
ans’ Readjustment Benefits 
Act of 1966, Neil R. Smart, 
Manager of the Montgo- 
mer Veterans Administra- 
tion Regional Office said, 

Nationally, more than 
732,000 veterans and an 
additional 43,000 service- 
men entered education and 
training in the first two 
years of the current G, I. 
Bill, Smart said. 

The Veterans’ Read- 
justment Benefits Act of 
1966, or Post-Korean G, I, 
Bill, grants VA education~ 
al assistance of onemonth, 
up to a maximum of 36 
months (four school years), 
for each month of service. 

Eligible for assistance 
are veterans who served 
on active duty at least 180 


y 


days, part of which was 
after January 31], 1955, and 
servicement with at least 
two consecutive years of 
active duty. 

Of the nearly 14,000 vet- 
erans and servicemen in 
Alabama who have taken 
advantage of Post-Korean 
G, I, Bill education and 
training benefits, more 
than 7300 entered institu- 
tions of higher learning, 
Smart explained, 

Nearly two-thirds of all 
Post-Korean G, I, Bill stu- 
dents have entered college 
level training. By compar- 
ison, Smart said, only about 
half of the veterans who 
went to school under the 
Korean Conflict G, I, Bill 
entered institutions of 
higher learning. Less than 
one-third of the World War 
II veterans took college 
level training, he noted, 

Since June 1, 1966, more 
than 6,000 veterans and 
servicemen entered 
schools in Alabama below 
the college level, Of these, 
all but 440 were veterans, 


the Montgomery VA Re- 
gional Office Manager said. 

Smart explained that 
only veterans are eligible 
under the present G, I. 
Bill for on-the-job train- 
ing benefits. And these have 
only been available to Post- 
Korean veterans since last 
October 1. Since then, 72 
veterans entered on-the- 
job training in Alabama, 
Smart pointed out, 

In these totals, Smart 
explained, are veterans and 
servicemen currently en- 
tered in training in Alaba- 
ma. A breakdown .shows 
3,701 veterans and 202 
servicemen now entered in 
institutions of higher 
learning, Enrolled cur- 
rently in Alabama schools 
below the college level 
are 2980 veterans and 385 
servicemen, Smart said, 

Taking on - the - job 
training in Alabama are 69 
veterans, the Montgomery 
VA Regional Office Man- 
age disclosed, 

Smart explained that 
veterans have eight years 


from the date of their dis- 
charge from active duty to 
use their Post-Korean 
G. I, Bill education and 
training benefits, However, 
veterans released from ac- 
tive duty between January 
31, 1955 and June 1, 1966 
have until May 31, 1974, 
to use these benefits. 

VA educational assist- 
ance available under this 
program ranges from a 
monthly allowance of $130

To Last For 


The people of Alabama 
contributed nearly $1,000, 
000 to bring home the Bat- 
tleship ALABAMA, She is 
moored in Mobile Bay as 
a permanent memorial to 
the fighting men of WW 
Il and Korea, 

How permanent is per- 
manent? How long will the 
ALABAMA be available for 
coming generations to vis- 
it? This question is often 
asked of Vice Admiral W, 
V. Davis, Jr., the Executive 
Director, 

Admiral Davis points 
out that items completely 
immersed in water gener- 
ally are preserved for long 
periods of time, This is 
due to the lack of oxygen 
which is necessary for 
rust. The portion of a ship 
that deteriorates most 
rapidly is the part subject- 
ed to both water and air, 
This area of the ALABAMA 
receives regular mainten- 
ance. 

‘We don’t expect the 
outer hull to rust badly 
for a hundred years,”’ says 
the Admiral. ‘“‘Whomever 
faces the problems at that

time will have his choice 
of several solutions. New 
metal can be welded from 
the inside, Another solu- 
tion would be to pour con- 
crete between the inner 
and outer bottoms,
